Being at the right place at the right time 


"I became a weather forecaster 
by accident," Mr. Christian told 
me the other day. It happened in 
Richmond, Va where Mr. Chris- 
tian was working as a news 
reporter for WWBT-TV. 

"Our regular forecaster was 
sick," Mr. Christian said. "Our 
boss asked if anyone would like to 
volunteer as the weatherman's 
replacement." There were not any 
takers.

Harvesting: season for 
sugarcane at United States 
Sugar began Oct. 25. The 
season will continue through 
March 21. 

During the growing 
process of sugarcane, much 
time is spent making sure 
the irrigration process is 
complete and up to par. 

The irrigation for the sug- 
arcane is provided by con- 
trolling the level of the 
water table under the soil. 
Irrigation through the rais- 
ing of the water table is nec- 
essary primarily during the 
dry season. 

The amount of fertilizer, 
and chemicals are kept at a 
minimum to reduces the 
sugar content of the sugar. 
When fertilizer is used it is 
placed directly onto the seed 
cane in the furrow. 

According to officials at 
U.S. Sugar, sugarcane is rel- 
ativley an easy crop to main- 
tain and it is significant 
because it does not have to 
be replanted year-after-year. 
The cane is planed іп 3-4 
year intervals.

matured to a point where'it 
can be harvested, expensive 
machinery, trucks, and 
other equipent'are used. The 
sugarcane fields are set 
afire only to clear the sugar- 
cane rows of weeds and 
wildlife. The burning of the 
fields before harvesting does 
not affect the sugar. 

The burning of the fields 
is monitored strictly by 
agencies. The agenvies will 
determine if a specific field 
can be burned by the direc- 
tion the wind is blowing. 
Fields are not burned if they 
are not approved prior to the 
burning. 

When flames have burned 
out, the harvesting process 
begins and machinery is 
permitted to enter the fields 
and cut the rows of sugar- 
cane. The machinery auto- 
matically seperates the 
trash that might be in the 
fields from the actual cane. 

When much of the har- 
vesting went mechanical, 
many of tlie foreign cane 
cutters were not needed for 
the harvest. U.S. Sugar con- 
tinues to employee 1,300 
Jamaican cane cutters, 
claiming "they are much 
gentler to the cane than the 
machines аге," said U.S. 
Sugar Director of 
Communications Judy C. 
Sanchez. She also said U.S. 
Sugar harvests about 78 
percent of the cane by 
machinery, and 22 percent 
by hand. 

Mrs. Sanchez said the 
cane cutters are required to 
wear metal shields during 
harvesting, and appropriate 
clothing. 

She also said the company 
provides living accomoda- 
tions for the workers, and 
meals. Their living quarters 
are equipped with a small 
convenience store and laun- 
dry facilities. 


During harvesting, machines cut ‘sugarcane in rows icu at the time, i 


cane. The harvesting season must be complete in 146 days, 


harvest. 


Following the harvesting 
of the cang, it is taken for 
distribution into railroad 


cars that will transport the -5 


cane to the sugar mill. The 
mill is the space where the 
sugarcane will turn from 
cane into raw sugar, that is 
sold to different refineries 
where it will be refined, and 
sold for human consump- 
tion. 

The sugarcane is deliv- 
ered to the mill by rail cars 
which weigh approximately 
35 tons each. The cars are 
tilted and opened on one 
side and the cane is dumped 
on a conveying system. 

Once the cane is in the 
mill, it is crushed and juices 
are extracted. Тһе residual 
fiber, known as bagasse, is 
used to generate the steam 
and electricty that is used to 


operate the factory. 
The sugarcane juice has a 
pH level of approximately 
.5. Therefore, it is treated 
with lime and heated to a 
boiling point. The liming 
process neutralizes the acid- 
ity and prevents the inver- 
sion of sucrose. % 
Clarification takes place 
because combined heat and 
lime is the formation of a 
heavy precipitate of complex 
composition. The seperation 
of this precipitate from the 
clear juice is accomplished 
by continuous decantation. 
Clarification juices con- 
tain about 85 percent water. 
Most of this water is 
removed in stéam-heated 
,mutiple-effect evaporators 
under vacuum. Syrup is 
produced from the evapora- 
tion station 


The crystallization 


and weather plays an important part in the 


The first step in sugar 
boiling is seeding. The mix- 
ture of the sugar crystals 
and syrup or molasses is 
called massecuite. 

The crystalization process 
continues in crystallizers 
where the massecuite is cured 
by a process of slow cooling 
and stirring. The mixture, 
must be stirred for 36 hours. 
This process increases the 
recovery оҒ sucrose from thà 
molasses. 

Sugar crystals are seperat- 
ed from molasses which is 
accomplished in centrifugals. 
The centrifugal consists of a 
drum covered with a fine 


screen rotating at-a speed ofg 


1,200 rpm on its vertical axis. 
The molasses is forced 
through the screen, leaving 
the raw sugar as the finished 
product.
